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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Agency  pursuant  to  Section  17.1  of  the 
Illinois  Environmental  Protection  Act.  The  report  summarizes  information 
about  your  facility  and  samples  collected  and  analyzed  from  your  well(s).  The 
well  site  survey  provides  an  inventory  of  the  area  around  the  well(s)  to  help 
increase  your  awareness  of  potential  hazards  to  groundwater  utilized  by  your 
facility.  This  information  and  technical  data  will  assist  you  in  developing 
and  implementing  local  groundwater  protection  measures  authorized  by  the  Act. 


FACILITY  DESCRIPTION  AND  GEOLOGIC  PROFILE  OF  WELL  SITES 


The  San  Jose  Public  Water  Supply  (PWS)  utilizes  two  PWS  wells.  These  wells 
provide  approximately  62,000  gpd  to  280  service  connections  (roughly  780 
individuals).  The  water  supply's  wells  are  located  within  the  water  treatment 
plant  next  to  the  Village  Hall. 

The  two  PWS  wells  utilize  unconsolidated  sand  and  gravel  aquifers.  The 
surficial  geologic  susceptabi 1 i ty  (permeability)  rating  for  wells  4  and  5  is 
C2.  The  aquifer  is  overlain  by  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel  with  lenses  of 
relatively  impermeable  till  and  other  fine  grained  material.  Permeability  is 
the  ability  of  a  soil  or  sediment  to-  transmit  fluids.  A  detailed  description 
and  geologic  profile  is  found  in  the  Facility  Wells  Report  (Appendix  C).

GROUNDWATER  SAMPLING  AND  MONITORING  HISTORY 


San  Jose  PWS  Well  4  sampled  as  part  of  a  statewide  105  well,  pilot  groundwater 
monitoring  program  on  May  28,  1984,  August  27,  1984,  November  13,  1984  and 
February  28,  1985.  The  samples  were  analyzed  for  inorganic  chemicals  (IOC). 

On  February  28,  1985  additional  samples  were  analyzed  for  volatile 
organic/aromatic  compounds  (VOC/VOA),  and  synthetic  organic  compounds  (SOC). 
Well  5  was  sampled  on  October  23,  1985  for  VOC/VOA' s,  IOC's  and  SOC's. 

VOC/VOA  analysis  of  Wells  4  and  5  did  not  detect  quantifi cable  levels  of 
volatile  organic/aromatic  compounds.  IOC  analysis  indicated  parameters 
consistent  with  similar  sand  and  gravel  wells  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  Iron 
levels  are  slightly  elevated  but  are  typical  for  wells  of  this  depth  in  the 
area.  SOC  analysis  performed  did  not  detect  quantifiable  levels  of 
pesticides.  A  detailed  analysis  can  be  found  in  the  Detailed 
Sampling/Monitoring  Results  (Appendix  D). 


WELL  SITE  SURVEY  METHODS  AND  PROCEDURES 


The  detailed  well  site  survey  consists  of  an  aerial  photographic  map  and 
inventory  sheets  (Appendix  B),  that  relate  information  about  potential 
sources,  routes,  and  possible  problem  sites  to  your  water  supply  wells.  The 
location  of  potential  sources,  routes,  possible  problem  sites,  water  wells 
minimum  setback  zones  and  the  1,000  foot  survey  area  are  all  displayed  on  the 
aerial  photographic  map. 

The  first  page  of  each  survey  consists  of  a  summary  description  and  geologic 
profile  for  each  well.  The  second  and  following  pages  of  the  survey  inventory 
units  within  and  bordering  a  1,000  foot  radius  of  the  wellhead.  A  unit  is 
defined  as  any  device,  mechanism,  equipment,  or  area  (exclusive  of  land 
utilized  only  for  agricultural  production)^  The  Agency  5-digit  well  number  is 
associated  with  a  unit  or  map  code,  and  then  classified.  The  classification 
codes  relate  to  definitions  of  potential  contamination  sources  and  routes  as 
defined  in  the  Illinois  Groundwater  Protection  Act  (see  Groundwater  Primer 
pages  18-19).  The  distance  and  direction  of  the  unit  from  the  wellhead  is 
also  indicated. 

Survey  Results  and  Findings 

The  San  Jose  well  site  survey  was  conducted  on  August  29,  1990  by  Carl  Kamp, 
Environmental  Protection  Specialist,  from  the  Agency's  Springfield  Office. 

Mr.  Kamp  interviewed  the  superintendent  of  streets  and  sewers  for  the  Village 
of  San  Jose. 

San  Jose  Well  #4  (IEPA  #50103) 


The  survey  area  is  mostly  urban.  The  area  is  moderately  residential,  with 
light  commercial  and  industrial.  The  remaining  area  is  a  mixture  of  row 
crops,  open  space  and  pasture.  There  are  no  potential  groundwater  sources  or 
routes  observed  within  the  minimum  setback  zone  of  400  ft.  However,  possible 
problem  sites  are  located  within  the  survey  area.  The  sites  and  distances 
from  the  wellhead  are  as  follows: 


Map  Codes  02,  07,  11  and  12  indicate  below  ground  fuel  storage  (assumed 
greater  than  500  gal.)  located  800  ft.  N,  500  ft.  SSE,  1250  ft.  ENE  and  1400 
ft.  SW;  Map  Codes  03,  06  and  08  are  auto  repair  shops  which  may  store  and  use 
paints  and  solvents  in  small  quantities,  located  500  ft.  NNE,  1155  ft.  E  and 
275  ft.  SSW;  Map  Codes  01  and  04  may  contain  buried  fuel  storage  tanks  on 
site,  located  850  ft.  N  and  825  ft.  NE  (Note:  04  also  repairs  farm  equipment 
and  therefore,  may  store  and  use  paints  and  solvents  in  small  quantities). 

San  Jose  Well  #5  (IEPA  #50104) 


The  survey  area  is  mostly  urban.  The  area  is  moderately  residential,  with 
light  commercial  and  industrial.  The  remaining  area  is  a  mixture  of  row 
crops,  open  space  and  pasture.  There  are  no  potential  groundwater  sources  or 
routes  observed  within  the  minimum  setback  zone  of  400  ft.  However,  possible 
problem  sites  are  located  outside  the  minimum  setback  zone  (400  ft.),  but 
within  the  survey  area.  The  sites  and  distances  from  the  wellhead  are  as 
follows:  Map  Codes  02,  07,  11  and  12  indicate  below  ground  fuel  storage 
(assumed  greater  than  500  gal.)  located  775  ft.  N,  550  ft.  SSE,  1205  ft.  ENE 
and  1395  ft.  SW;  Map  Codes  03,  06  and  08  are  auto  repair  shops  which  may  store 
and  use  paints  and  solvents,  in  small  quantities,  located  480  ft.  NNE,  1200 
ft.  E  and  325  ft.  SSW;  Map  Codes  01  and  04  may  contain  buried  fuel  storage 
tanks  on  site  located  825  ft.  N  and  825  ft.  NE  (Note:  04  also  repairs  farm 
equipment  and  therefore,  may  store  and  use  paints  and  solvents  in  small 
quantities) . 


SUMMARY  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 


The  well  site  survey  conducted,  located  several  possible  problem  sites  in  the 
survey  area.  Sampling  and  monitoring  to  date  has  detected  no  contamination  in 
the  groundwater  utilized  by  the  facility. 

The  Agency  recommends  that  San  Jose  establish  a  maximum  setback  zone  for  wells 
4  and  5.  The  Agency  has  prepared  a  "Maximum  Setback  Zone  Workbook"  which 
provides  detailed  case  studies  of  how  to  establish  maximum  setback  zones.  In 
addition,  technical  assistance,  is  available  from  the  Agency  and  the  Illinois 
State  Water  Survey. 

The  Illinois  Environmental  Protection  Act  provides  minimum  protection  zones 
for  your  wells.  These  minimum  protection  zones  are  regulated  by  the  IEPA. 

The  Act  also  authorizes  county  and  municipal  officials  the  opportunity  to 
provide  maximum  protection  zones  up  to  1,000  feet.  The  responsibility  for  the 
controls  would  then  be  assumed  by  local  officials  through  adoption  of  a 
maximum  setback  zone  ordinance. 

Maximum  setback  zones  prohibit  the  siting  of  new  potential  primary  sources  of 
groundwater  contamination  up  to  a  distance  of  1,000  ft.  from  the  wellhead. 

They  would  also  expand  the  regulatory  coverage  of  certain  existing  and  new 
activities.  These  controls  could  be  implemented  upon  the  adoption  of  proposed 
regulations  by  the  Illinois  Pollution  Control  Board.
